It uiil make a yield of 
frow JO to 60 bushels per acre on 
good corn lanti and in feeding value 
it is about the ei^ual of corn pound 
fur pound, la fact it aofC acarly 
approaches corn in composition 
than any other of t)ur cereals. Win- 
ter barley aiatares about the first of 
I line in the central part ot Kentuc- 
ky, and is available fur feed the 
earliest of all i;rait> crops. Wialer 
I'ailfv tiiriiishos excellent fall past 
ure and can be pastured consider- 
ably ia the spring and still y o d ac e 
a fair crop. It is the best nurse 
crop we have fur clover and grasses. 
Maturing so earif, it la possible to 
mature other crops on the land 
after its leinoval. Itarley should 
be sown preferably early ia Septess* 
ber, but in the southera part of 
Kentucky it can be sowa aS 
the first of October wilk a 
able degree of safety. 

Turd uates is another fall sown 
crop that caa be gfwwa tatiifoctor- 
iljT ia Kentucky, especially in the 
westeta part of the State. The 
secret of s a cc es s with this crop is 
early sowing. If sown by Septem- 
ber t to 10, Ibcsc oales will stand 
all hM the aMst severe wiateia and 
uill )ir!(l nliuh better than spring 
sown oats, and ibey arc not injured 
so greatly by dry hot weather. 
I'urft oatos make good hay if cut in 
the milk stage and is one of the 
aMst HBpettaat aoa t h ara hay crops.
